In the evening the col¬ 
lege literary societies and Sandspur 
staff give their annual dinner at the 
Commons. 

Students night comes on the fol¬ 
lowing evening, a gala occasion fea¬ 
tured by the students’ dance at the 
Woman's Club, 

Saturday is Alumni Day The "Old 
Grads” will gather again for their 
annual meeting in Knowles Hall at 
10 a. m. f followed by a luncheon in 
the Commons: In the evening Dr. 
and Mrs. Holt, the trustees and their 
wives, honor the faculty, alumni, and 
friends of the college with a reception 
in Carnegie Hall. 

Founders Week services in the 
churches and vesper services are 
scheduled for Sunday. 

Monday, February 22, is the day 
of days—Founder’s Day. Winter 
Park garbs herself in holiday dress, 
closes her business houses, and pays 
homage to the founders and pioneers 
with fitting ceremonies. 

An elaborate pageant, the "Com¬ 
ing of Osceola,*' will be re-enacted at 
the Brewer Estate (The Palms) on 
the eastern banks of Lake Osceola. 
The air will resound with the war 
whoops of the old Indian chieftain 
and his braves who capture the city 
and tell the awed pale faces of the 
days ot lang ago. 

A civic reception and dance at the 
Woman's Club in the evening marks 
the close of the week's festivities.

WILL FACE OLD RIVAL 


An old grid rival will face the 
Orange Typhoon of Rollins College 
at the big Thanksgiving Day game 
for 1926, according to Howard Tab 
man, athletic director of the blue and 
gold. The opponent deemed worthy 
of this date, which is the most im¬ 
portant home game of the season, is 
the Birmingham-Southern team of 
Birmingham, Alabama. It was How¬ 
ard College, that great rival of Bir¬ 
mingham-Southern's, that played the 
Tars here on Thanksgiving Day 
1921 

Rollins and Birmingham-Southern 
opened intercollegiate athletic hostil¬ 
ities in 1923 on Thanksgiving Day 
when the game was played on Plant 
Field in Tampa before a huge crowd. 
After one of the most remarkable 
struggles in which the future Orange 
Typhoon era ever engaged, the Florida 
team left the field with a victory of 
3 to 0. 

This was one of the games that 
gave Rollins recognition in the S. I. 
A. A. circles, which later led to the 
honor of being the first Florida col¬ 
lege to be elected to membership in 
that body. For years Birmingham- 
Southern has been one of the strong 
teams of the little Southern confer¬ 
ence. 

Among other teams already an¬ 
nounced by Coach Talman for the 
1926 football schedule are South 
Georgia A. ££ M. college. Southern 
College, Stetson University, Ogle¬ 
thorpe, and Rutgers.

Dr. Holt Outlines His Policy 

and Plans for the Building of 

Rollins at Dinner at Angebill 


(Continued from Pa^c 1) 

“We will search America for an 
architect who can build beautiful 
buildings, we will find men of golden 
personality who can lead their stu¬ 
dents to unusual activity, we will 
overpay rather than underpay pro¬ 
fessors, and to beautify the campus 
the finest foliage and shrubbery. 

“I accepted the invitation to be¬ 
come president of Rollins because of 
the spirit of the community. I like 
the people of this section and believe 
that the type of school we plan to 
make Rollins will be in accord with 
their own ideals. 

“Rollins shall become the outstand¬ 
ing small college of America. The 
student hody will be limited to 700; 
400 boys and 300 girls will be the 
right proportion, we think. And be¬ 
cause of the method by which we wall 
conduct this expansion program, these 
seven hundred will be the pick of the 
state. 

"It's simpler when a definite goal 
is set. We know just how many dor¬ 
mitories to build, just how many pro¬ 
fessors to employ, just how many 
canoes will he needed for lake recrea¬ 
tion. 

“With such a goal as this, every- 
Jung becomes methodical, growth 
coming as our capacity for instruct¬ 
ing more students is fixed. But for 
the present our maximum will be 700 
selected students." 

After Dr. Holt's outline of what 
Rollins shall be made, a round table 
discussion was held by the guests. 

Carl Hunt impressed the group 
with the necessity of securing men 
of “golden personality" to be profes¬ 
sors. 

“Rollins will get them because of 
the attraction the college itself will 
offer, hecause of the extra salary 
paid, and because of the personality 
and leadership of Dr. Hamilton 
Holt." 

Others present discussed the pro¬ 
posals of Dr. Holt, and pledged the 
support of the church and press in 
accomplishing these aims. 

Toastmaster Lehman announced 
that John Masek will act as co-chair¬ 
man of the expansion program when 
it is undertaken. 

Following the dinner, Dr. Holt and 
his family and several friends jour¬ 
neyed to the east coast where they 
were the guests of Rollins alumni at 
Titusville, Melbourne, Ft. Pierce, 
West Palm Beach and Miami,
